"KLAN BICKERING LEADS TO NEW GROUP HERE 

"Bickering within the ranks and leadership of 
Georgia's heretofore dominant Ku Klux Klan has brought f 
about a split in the organization. It was reported 
Wednesday. 

"The formal breakup was heralded by the 
chartering of a new Klan group in Pulton County called 
the Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Inc, 

"The splinter organization resulted from 
an internal squabble in the U. S. Klans, Knights of 
the Ku Klux Klan, Inc., the group headed by ELDON 
EEWARDS of Atlanta, informed sources said. 

"The EDWARDS organization has not been the 
only Klan in Georgia, but it has had more members than 
any other KKK group. EDWARDS in 1957 claimed a 
membership of 50,000 in Georgia and other states where 
his group had affiliates. In 1958, the Anti-Defamation 
League estimated the total at 12,000 to 15,000. 

"In MACON, the Georgia grand dragon of the 
EDWARDS Klan termed the newly chartered group 
insignificant and said It 'should soon fall by the 
wayside.* 


"LEE DAVISON, the dragon, said f our organization 
does not go along with organizations of thiB sort'. 

"'With the school situation as It Is in Atlanta, 
this type of organization might prove detrimental to 
the general Ku Klux Klan program, 1 DAVISON said. 
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"Informed sources said that individual 
Klansmen and some units of the EDWARDS Rian have 
been peeling off and going to other KKK organizations. 

"Some have joined the Christian Knights of 
the KKK, a Columbus-headquartered group, and some 
have gone over to the Associated Klans, a Montgomery, 
Ala. outfit, it was reported. 

"Financial matters were said to be among the 
subjects causing discord in the U. S. Klans. 

"EDWARDS could not be reached for comment 
on the new organization. 

"The Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Inc., 
said in its charter It was to be a nonprofit, 
benevolent and charity group in which ’there shall 
be united only white race male persons of sound mind, 
good moral character. ... 1 

"Listed as incorporators were R. L. BING, Sr., 
Stockbridge, H. J. JONES, W. B. PARR and J. T.

"Sessions were to continue through 
Sunday at the Henry Grady Hotel, where reservations 
for some 75 Klan representatives were made In the 
name of Imperial Wizard H. J. JONES of Jonesboro. 

"The press was barred from the Saturday 
night session. Klansmen from Georgia, Florida, Alabama, 
Tennessee, North Carolina, South Carolina, Virginia, 
Arkansas, Mississippi, Louisiana, Ohio, Michigan, and' 
New Yorlc were expected. 

"Conspicuously missing from the list 
of groups invited to attend was the U. S. KlanBj 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, headed by E. L. EDWARDS of 
Atlanta, an employee of an automobile assembly plant 
here. 


"EDWARDS said the groups meeting here 
had been booted out of his organization for various 
reasons. 


"Klansmen said the main purpose of the 
Atlanta meeting is to establish a working arrangement 
among the various Klan groups that will lead to a more 
compact organization." 
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"The Atlanta Journal" in its edition of 
March 2, i 960 , carried the following article: 

"RIVAL KLANS IN GEORGIA HURL 
CHARGES OF ‘FAKE* 


"A wide-open fight appears to have 
developed between two rival Ku Klux Klan groups In 
Georgia. 


"The Imperial Wizard of 'The Knights of the 
Ku Klux Klan, Inc. — a new group organized 
in Atlanta, this past weekend— said Tuesday that the 
U. S. Klan, headed by E. L. EDWARDS of Atlanta, 'is a 
fake klan 1 , with 'a fake klan leader*. 

"Mr. EDWARDS said Monday that the new group 
is 'composed of outlaw splinter groups who have been 
kicked out by us for treason and what have yoji'. 

"His charges were answered by H. J. 

JONES of Jonesboro, leader of the new group. 

'Any tpue Klansman . . . recognizes the 
EDWARDS outfit as a fake, 1 Mr. JONES 3aid Tuesday. 

"'If he is looking for a fight, we 
will give him what he is looking for 1 , he said. 

"‘Our constitution states that only 
white, male gentiles of good moral character will be 
accepted for membership, where EDWARDS 1 charter 
does not specify as to the type of person that can be 
accepted in the U. S. Klan,* Mr. JONES said. 

"He added: 'Therefore, Negroes and others 
are eligible for membership in the U. S. Klan.' 
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"’We feel the public is entitled to the 
true facts and not a one-sided statement made by some 
greedy splinter group leader,’ he said."

T. V. camera men. T he meeting was resumed at 9:00 p.m,, 
and Chairm an I I call ed upon various Grand Dragons for 
speeches. I l of Montgomery, Alabama, Federation 

of Klans, spoke encouraging cooperation between 
all the Kla ns. regardless of who they were started by. 

I L Grand Dragon of the Dixie Klans , spoke 

of being against the Georgia Klan headed bv l I 

but the Dixie Klan was ready and willing to cooperate 
with any and all fCLans represented. Speeches were continued 
until appro*imatP.iy 12:00 a.ra., at which time Chairman 
I t asked that each group give considerable thought 

to the possible unity under one head as a National Klan, b7c 

and to give any suggestions at the 9:00 a.m. meeting to b 'll 

be held February 287 I960, in the same room. 

"The Atlanta Journal 11 in its edition of 
February 29* I960, carried the following article: 

"KLAN GROUPS MERGE TO GAIN MEMBERS 

"By DOUGLAS KIKER 

"Independent Ku Klux Klan groups from a 
disputed number of Southeastern and Southwestern states 
have consolidated as 'The Knights of the Ku Klux 
Klan, Inc.' as a result of a weekend meeting held in 
Atlanta. 


"The new organization will have a 
membership of ’at least 42,000’, in 17 states, 
according to H. J. JONES of Jonesboro, the Imperial 
Wizard. 
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"•This is a new order composed of groups 
which have been operating independently for some time, 1 
Mr. JONES announced. 

"He said the consolidation does not 
include either the U. S. Klan— headed by another 
Atlantian, E. L. EDWARDS— or the Christian Knights 
of the Ku Klux Klan, a Columbus outfit. 

"Mr. EDWARDS said Monday that his U. S. 

Klans would not recognize the new group. 

"'It’s an assumed name they picked up 
after being thrown out of our organization, 1 he said, 

"He said the JONES organization was 
composed of 'outlaw splinter groups who have been kicked 
out by us for treason, or what have you,• and said that 
the meeting was attended by representatives from only 
five Btates, and not the 17 claimed by Mr. JONES. 

"’All combined their membership wouldn't 
total 300', he said. As to the figure of 42,000 
claimed by Mr. JONES. Mr. EDWARDS said, 'It would fool 
me if they had over 45.' 

"He said that according to his information 
splinter group representatives from Georgia, Florida, 

South Carolina, Alabama and Tennessee attended the weekend 
meeting here, 'plus a man who lives part of the time 
in Mississippi and part of the time in New York who 
claimed to represent both states.' 

"The rlew group will abide by the original 
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1916 constitution and rituals as written by Col. W. J. 
SIMMONS, KKK founder, Mr. JONES said. 

"The consolidation is apparently intended 
as a frontline challenge to the national U. S. Klan, 
headed by Mr*. EDWARDS. Mr. JONES’ klan was chartered 
in Pulton County on Dec. 7, 1959 after he split with 
EDWARDS, reportedly over financial matters. 

"-Mr. JONES said his organization will 
seek only high-type members. ’We don’t intend to 
go out here and take the bums off the street,’ he said. 

"He said that within the next two weeks 
Kleagles— Klan organizers— will go into 30 additional 
states In a drive aimed at enlisting 10 million additional 
members within the next 18 months. 

"He said New York, New .jersey, Pennsylvania 
and Delaware are among the states to be visited by 
Kleagles. 


"The new group is holding a second 
meeting shortly, he said. He declined to Identify 
the location of the meeting, but said that it was 
’within 125 miles of Atlanta.'" 


"The Atlanta Constitution" In its 
edition of March 1, i960, carried the following 
article: 


"NEW KLAN SEEKS 10 MILLION 

"A new Ku Klux Klan group Monday 
announced plans to combine Independent Klansmen in 17 
states and seek 10 million more members in 30 states. 
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"The infant organization promptly was 
termed a splinter group by another klan outfit's leader, 
who discounted membership claims of the new group*' 

"H. J. JONES of Jonesboro, said plans for 
a group known as the Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Inc., 
were formed at a weekend meeting. He said the Hew group 
combines 42,000 Klansmen from 17 Southeastern and South¬ 
western states. 

"JONES Bald the organization will seek 10 
million members, adding 'We don't intend to go out and 
take bums off the street.' He said the states to be 
visited by Klan recruiters include New York, New 
Jersey, Pennsylvania, and Delaware. 

• -"Two other white supremacy groups operating 
In the South— the U. S. Klan and the Crhi 3 tlan Knights 
of the Ku Klux Klan —were not Included in the merger. 

"E. L. EDWARDS of Atlanta, who heads 
the U. S. Klan, said his organization would not recognize 
the new group. He said It is composed of 'outlaw 
splinter groups that have been kicked out by us for 
treason, or what have you.' 

"EDWARDS said the weekend meeting was attended 
by representatives from only five states, not the 17 , 
claimed by JONES, and declared the new group's membership 
wouldn’t total 300. EDWARDS said he understood representatives 
from Georgia, Florida, South Carolina, Alabama, and 
Tennessee attended the meeting.''

March 12 and 13, I960 _ 

I t advi 3 ed on March 16, i 960 , as follows: 

A meeting of Klan leaders from the 
Southeastern United States was held at the Imperial 
Headquarters of the Dixie Knights of the Ku Klux Klan 
at 2523 Glass Street, Chattanooga, Tennessee, on 
March 12 and 13, i960. The meeting was scheduled to 
start at 5 ; 00 p.m., but was delayed to 6:00 p.m. 
because some persons were delayed In travel by the 
bad weather. 


The first formal meeting wa3 called tq 
order at 6:00 p.m., March 12, i 960 , by I I 

Imperial Wizard of the Dixie Knights of the Ku Klux Klan. 
About one hundred men were present from Arkansas, 

Florida, Te nnessee. Geo rgia. Alabama, South Carolina, 
and Texas. I I of North Carolina, wired that he 

would be unable to attend because of snow.

The first order of business was a debate 
on the administration of the new consolidated Klans by a 
National Grand Council. They could not agree on 
whether the National Grand Council could issue orders 
to each individual Klan. It was agreed that the 
Council, to consist of three men and the Grand 
Dragon of each Klan, and one alternate delegate from 
each Klan, would establish policy, remove undesirable 
council members, and channel infdrmaticn of interest 
to all Klans for dissemination to all Klaverns. 

Local Klans could still exercise their 
own initiative on action to be taken on local 
problems and could take prompt action without having 
to first clear It through the Grand Council; each Klan 
would furnish funds to the Grand Council for use in 
employing attorneys to defend Klan members and employ 
lobbyists to further Klan interests in various 
state legislatures. The amount to be assessed on 
each Klan would be decided at the Convention in 
Columbia, South Carolina, on April 9, i 960 . The 
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Grand Council will take the initiative in establishing 
National policy and securing national publicity 
and issuing Klan publications in furtherance of the 
Klan program. 


The Grand Council will be known as the 
National Grand Council of the Knights of the Ku Klux: 
Klan, and all Klans will be affiliated with the Council^ 
but will still maintain their separate individual 
identities and names in the states in which they now 
operate. 


The delegates to the Grand Council will 
be selected by the Grand Dragon of each individual Klan. 

The Grand Dragons are supposed to attend all Grand 
Council meetings. At the Columbia convention, they will 
decide on where these meetings will be held and how 
often the Council will meet. There will be no 
permanent chairman. The chairmanship, will rotate 
in order among the Grand Dragons with a different one 
serving at each meeting. 

The paper work, correspondence and general 
administration will be handled by one full-time permanent 
secretary, to be selected by the Grand Council at 
Columbia, South Carolina. He will receive a salary from 
the funds received from the various Klans. His 
headquarters will also be decided at the Columbia convention. b7c

During the meeting 1 _prom Texas 

made a speech against the activity of the Arkansas Klan 
because they had not cooperated in organizing the Klans 
in Arkansas and Texas. He also accused the Grand Dragon 
of Arkansas of defending a Negro in a civil suit 
against a white man. 

Arkansas retaliated by accusing I I of 
embezzling $1500.00 collected for Klan robes, and 
al30 having taught in the past in an integrated school 
on the Mexican border. 
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This argument resulted In I I having a 
heart attack; he was carried out to the hospital. 

Some of the persons pr esent d onated funds for 
I | hospital bill. I l was residing at the Reid 

Hotel. Arkansas made a good case against Q 
and he will probably be eliminated from the tu.an in 
the near future. His heart attack stopped any final 
action on this matter. 

All present were instructed that upon 
return to their home Klaverns they should work with 
the police and take any action necessary to break up 
the current Negro lunch counter demonstrations. 

Also, they were to burn as many crosses as possible on 
the last Saturday of March at 9:00 p.m. 

The Columbia convention on April 9, I960, 
will be open to all Klansmen from the Klans represented 
at this Chattanooga, meeting. At this convention, the 
Grand Council members who have been selected by the 
Grand Dragons to sit with the Grand Dragons on 
the Council will be Installed for one year and the 
Council will announce the permanent secretary's 
identity. 

I I from Columbia is being 

considered for the Executive Secretary position. 

The Grand Dragons, prior to the convention, will draw 
up for presentation and voting the policies, 
authority, financial assessment, and selection of 
delegates for the Council. All authorized Klan members 
allowed to attend the Columbia convention will then 
vote upon the matters presented to them by the 
Grand Dragons. 

Arrangements for the Columbia convention 
April 9, I96 0, at 10:00 a.m, are being handled by 
I I of Columbia, Assistant Dragon for Columbia.

wire from representative of Klans in North Carolina 
that due to inclement weather they would not be 
able to attend this meeting.

South Carolina Klan group stated that all Klans 
could not work under the same leader or rules as 
all states had different laws governing various 
organizations, and that if they consolidated Into one 
Klan group, they would end up with a dictator type 
organization.

It was introduced that they would work 
with citizens, citizens 1 groups, teachers, PTA 
organizations, school and church groups, as to the 
meaning and definition of a U. S. Citizen under the 
U. S. Constitution and point out that the Democratic system 
of the United States Government would be destroyed if 
complete integration were accomplished. 

| | Imperial Klarogo, made a motion 

that the resolution include segregation in hotels, 
motels, swimming pools, and beaches. This amendment 
was approved and added to the original resolution which 
was adopted. 

The various members and officials present 
were then asked for their comments concerning the above 
resolution. 

I I Tuscaloosa, Alabama, then 

spoke to the delegation. He stated he was constantly 
traveling throughout the State of Alabama in connection 
with his klan work and that great progress had been made 
in the State of Alabama by using an educational system 
and carrying to the people of the State of Alabama 
the aims and objectives of the klan in preserving 
segregation throughout the South. 
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I H Grand Dragon for the State 

of Mississippi, then spoke to those present stating 
that he had been using an educational system similar 
to the one just adopted In the State of Alabama. He 
pointed out that his group regularly meets with civic 
groups, teachers, PTA groups, church groups, and other 
school groups In an effort to preserve segregation in 
the South. 


I I Grand Dragon for the State of 

Florida from Tampa, Florida, then spoke to the group, 
stating an educational program of the klan had always 
been the basic part of any klan program, as well as 
for other fraternal orders and civic groups. He pointed 
out there had been much criticism and that the klan 
groups should not become Involved in politics. He 
pointed out that in order to maintain our Democratic 
system of Government that klansmen must do some 
politics. They should exercise their right to vote 
and to contact others and try to persuade those to 
qualify and vote; that klansmen should take the issues 
at stake to the people and explain to them by the use 
of an educational program the alms and purposes of the 
klan and the preservation of a segregated South. He 
pointed out that the citizens of Florida had become 
tired of LEROY COLLINS, Governor, and by taking their 
program and desires to the people of Florida as a group 
on a house-to-house type campaign, meeting with civic 
groups, church groups, they had succeeded in their recent 
election by electing a Governor of Florida, CARLTON.

vicinity of Jonesboro, Georgia, who was a former old- 
time Kleagl e, u. S. Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, 
Inc., under Jr" I expressed his experience in 

organizing for various klan groups. He stated the best 
method was to go into a town or community, contact 
about a dozen men, pick the best one of the lot to serve 
as his representative and then visit this representative 
once a week and encourage these twelve men to make 
additional contacts. On his weekly visits he would pick 
up the applications already secured and that he stated 
he had never failed to organize and Issue a charter in 
a community where he had used the above method. 


I made a suggestion that each klavern 
hold a briefing period once each month for the purpose 
of the educational program and require all new members 
to receive special instructions in the klan program 
as to what It actual ly stood for, their desires, aims 
and purposes. 1 I also made a motion that a program 
committee be elected to serve as directors in the form 
of an advisory board on an educational program for the 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Inc. This motion was
